in 1S13, at the breaking out of the 
Creek'war. he volunteered in the 
service, fighting bravely 
until its 


close. 


In 18-1 lie was elected a repre- 


sentative in the Tennessee legis- 
lature and was again 
elected 
in 


1S23, attracting attention ,by his 
quaint wit. and keen powers of per- 
ception. This led to his election in 
1S26 
as it representative in the 


Twentieth Congress,'and he was re- 
turned to the two subsequent con- 
gresses. Meanwhile he made a can- 
vassing tour in the interest of An- 
tTrevv Jackson, hi* former comman- 
der and personal friend, stumping 
the northern and eastern states 
and creating much amusement and 
interest by his eccentricities in 
.dress and manner and his effec- 
tive stories' of his wild adventures. 


He 
was 
a 
candidate for the 


Twenty-fourth congress 
in 
1SU4, 


but owing to his oppositi%i to 
Jaskson's Indian bill, he was de- 
feated by a small majority. 
His 


popularity while in congress was 
clue largely to his wonderful pow 
er as an extemporaneous speaker, 
and his apt expressions were quoted 
long after their author was dead. 
On one occasion he turned the noise 
made by a flock of guinea fowls to 
good1 account during his canvass of 


t Tennessee by stopping in the 


midst of his speech and 
exclaim- 


ing: "Listen, gentlemen! the very 
fowls are hallooing for Crockett 
Crockett, Crockett!" 


In 1S34 he removed - to 
Texas 


where 1;<J sepouscd the cauue of the 
TexHiis In their slrngglo for inde- 
pendence. 
Iu March. 
1836. he 


joined l lie force of 134 men in tnc 
defense of thu Alamo, and was one 
of the six who survived the merci- 
less slaughter, surrendered to Santa 
Anna, nnc! were^shot by his orders 
on the same (fay. The date of his 
death was March B, 1930. 


The familiar saying, "Be sure 


i-oii're right and then go ahead," 
wan original with David Crockett. 


He emblazoned this bit of home 


iy advice on his banner when he 
set out to win the heart of his first 
love, Tolly Kindley, the blue-eyed 
Irish beauty of Limestone. Crock- 
ett at that time was barely out of 
Ills teens. 
Fortune 
favored 
his 


quest, and tho two were married in 
1800. 
In 1810 the Crockotts set- 


tled in (he Beans Creek section of 
Tjcnnessee. 
Their homestead, in a 


beautiful valley lying siing against 
the foot of circling mountains (hat 
embrace Hatchctt's Cove, provided1 


happy hunting ground. Crockett's 


fame as a bear hunter, there in 
the virgin forest, grew apace. The 
young couple and their two girl 
babies were very happy. But dark 
clouds 
hovered 
ovorhcaed. 
Ere 


long David was called to fight th<! 
Creek Indians. 
Mrs. Crockct't, at 


home, lived through dreary weeks 
and months of waiting. 
Dread1 of 


savages and of prowling wild ani- 
mals undermined her health, and 
she died soon after her husband's 
return. 
Stricken with 
grief, 
mi 


buried her there in thu woods; and 
since no marble cutters were at 
hand, he heaped some poor slabs 
of stone to mark her grave.
